Weldwood Plywood, because of its light weight and large size panels, is extremely 
easy to install. It can be sawn readily either by hand or with power tools, and has 
the important virtue ol' taking nails or screws close to the edge without splitting. 
The following general instructions, which apply to the V^" thick panels most 
often used for walls, cover some of the more important points to be considered, 
although we recommend you obtain a copy of our instruction book, "Building 
Better with Weldwood Plywood," for more complete instructions. Copies are 
available at 25c each. 

Here are a few basic rules to remember. If you are going to panel the ceiling, do 
this first, then start the walls. Make sure the surface to which you are attaching 
the panels is straight and true. A plumb line will determine this, and a few shims 
placed under the furring where needed will give you a true surface. Stand the 
panels against the wall and arrange their sequence so that color and grain pattern 
form the most pleasing overall effect. Start paneling in one corner of the room. 
Line up the first one accurately and fit it carefully into the corner. The rest of 
the panels are bound to be straight. It is advisable to leave at least Va inch 
clearance at top and bottom of the panels. These openings will be covered by 
moldings later. 

In new construction, if studding is straight and true you can attach the panels 
directly to studs and intermediates. If you are not sure about the studs, however, 
use furring. (See next paragraph.) Fasten the panels, using nails or a combina- 
tion of nails and glue. In the latter method a good wood-to-wood adhesive, like 
Weldwood Glue, is brushed on the furring or studs. Panels are then nailed on 
with four-penny finishing nails or #19 (% inch) brads, spaced about 8 inches 
apart along all edges and about 12 inches apart on the intermediates. Without 
the glue you will have to set nails closer together, about 6 inches apart. 

Furring strips. It is generally advisable to fur out old walls. Plywood furring 
V4 inch thick and IVi inches wide is usually adequate for plaster walls. Nail the 
strips on horizontally, about 16 inches apart. Nail through the plaster into the 
studs (you can locate these by following nail placement in the baseboard.) Since 
furring strips must be placed under all panel edges, add vertical strips where 
needed. Spacing will depend on the width of your panels. If you are paneling 
a masonry wall use 2x3 inch lumber as furring, and attach it vertically so that 
the center of each furring strip is exactly 16 inches away from the center of the 
strips on either side. Horizontal strips are inserted at ceiling and floor, and about 
halfway between. If you find it diflicult to nail into the masonry use a star drill 
and insert wood pegs. 

Weldwood Plywood over old wcdis. If you are installing the panels over outside 
plaster walls coat the panel backs with Firzite or white primer. Do the same when 
installing Weldwood over masonry, and provide an additional moisture barrier 
by tacking building paper over the furring, under the panels. Make sure the 
wall you are paneling is dry. Dampness or seepage should be corrected first. 
Sometimes all that is needed is proper ventilation; a good waterproofing com- 
pound may be the answer in other cases. Check this carefully. If the condition 
cannot be corrected entirely, use exterior grade Weldwood Plywood. 



Plyivood 



How to handle Joints. Many types of joints are possible 
but the simplest and probably the most economical to 
produce is the shallow V. Wrap sandpaper over a wood 
block and lightly bevel the long edges of each panel, 
sanding no deeper than the face veneer. Where joints 
are to be emphasized as part of a decorative scheme, use 
matching Weldwood Moldings. These can also be used 
for inside and outside corners, wainscot caps, etc. They 
are easy to use and they speed up installation. 

Ceiling and Base Trcalnwnls. Scraps from plywood 
panels make economical matching trim. See "Building 
Better with Weldwood Plywood" for instructions. Stock 
moldings and bases can also be used. 

Weldwood Ceiling panels are installed in much the same 
way as wall panels. Plaster ceilings should be furred out 
but panels may be fastened directly to joists in new con- 
struction. Use any size panels you like but you will find 
that the smaller sizes are easier to handle. If you want to 
install small Weldwood squares, in the popular checker- 
board elfect, you can save time by first attaching 5/16 
inch fir Weldwood sheathing to the joists. Nail the 
squares directly to this. You can buy the squares already 
cut in 12, 16, and 24 inch sizes, in Weldtex and other 
woods. 

Finishing Weldwood Plywood. All Weldwood Plywood 
(except Plankweld, which is already finished) should be 
given a good finish, not only to bring out the full beauty 
of the wood but to protect the surfaces. While there is 
practically no limit to the variety of finishes that can be 
applied to Weldwood paneling, the natural finish is 
perhaps the most popular since it does not materially 
change the true color of the wood, nor does it conceal 
any part of the grain or figure. This efi'ect is easily 
obtained with Satinlac, a modern finishing material 
developed especially for fine woods. Brush on two coats 
of Satinlac and rub each one down with fine steel wool. 
Then apply a coat or two of light colored wax and you 
have a clear, smooth finish with the luster of old satin. 
For a "blonde" eft'ect apply White Firzite first, wiping 
it ofl[ again after a few minutes. Then proceed with 
Satinlac and wax. Softwoods like Weldtex should be 
sealed with Firzite or a similar sealer before finishing.
